rious objections.
"We are not prepared, however, to

tirety: while we are of the opinionthat the principle* of said report more
nearly embody our views on this sub¬
ject.
"We. therefore, respectfully urge all

to commit themselves t.. either plan,but hold themselves in an open state
of mind and be In a position when the
I^egislature meets to discuss the cpies-
tlon from an impartial standpoint, and;thereby arrive at the most equitable
